Civil Rights Committee 
Picked to Strike Back 
At Mob Violence Causes 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 WP>—Pres­ 
ident Trum an, co ndemning o rgan­ 
ized gro ups which fan “hatred and 
into lerance” th at cause mo b vio ­ 
lence, to night set up a civil rights 
co mmittee to co mbat them. 
It was directed to study and rec­ 
o m m end new civil rights legislatio n 
Ptnd o ther measures to pro tect “all 
parts o f o ur po pulatio n.” 
In an executive o rder, the Presi­ 
dent declared the actio n o f tho se 
who take the law into their o wn 
hands “gravely threatens o ur fo rm 
o f go vernment.” 
He added in 
a statem ent that 
“in so me places, fro m time to time, 
the lo cal enfo rcement o f law and 
o rder has bro ken do wn.” 
As cha irma n, the President 
na med Cha rles E. Wilso n, presi­ 
dent o f the Genera l Electric 
co mpa ny a nd fo rmer ex ecutiv e 
v ice cha irma n o f the o ld Wa r 
Pro ductio n bo a rd. 
The President's statem ent said 
th a t fro m time to time, in so me 
places in this co untry, the freedo m 
fro m fear “has been gravely threat­ 
ened.” 
“It was so after the last war,” 
the statem ent co ntinued, “when o r­ 
ganized gro ups fanned hatred and 
into lerance, until, at time, mo b ac­ 
tio n struck /ear into the hearts o f 
men and wo men because o f their 
racial o rigin o r religio us beliefs.’”

Baruch Asks Soviet 
To Back U. S. Plan 
For Atomic Control 
LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y.. Dec. 5 (¿P) 
—Bernard M. Baruch, declaring em ­ 
phatically th at the “time has co me 
fo r actio n,” appealed directly to 
So viet Russia to night to appro ve 
the United States plan fo r harness­ 
ing the ato m fo r peace. 
Speaking a t o ne o f the mo st im ­ 
po rtant meetings yet held by the 
United Natio ns ato mic energy co m­ 
missio n, Baruch, as the U. S. repre­ 
sentative, urged the co m m issio n- 
including 
Russia—to 
ado pt 
the 
American plan as its basic reco m­ 
m endatio n fo r co ntro lling ato mic 
energy. 
Saying that the United States 
welco med the suppo rt o f tho se co un­ 
tries which have already indicated 
their acceptance o f the U. S. plan, 
Baruch added: 
“ We seek especia lly the pa rtici­ 
pa tio n o f the So v iet Unio n. We 
welco me the recent a utho rita ­ 
tiv e sta tements o f its highest 
representa tiv es. Fro m these, we 
a re justified in co ncluding tha t 
it no lo nger rega rds the o rigina l 
America n pro po sa ls una ccepta ­ 
ble. a s a who le o r in their 
sepa ra te pa rts, a s its member 
o f this bo dy sta ted a t a n ea rlier 
meeting. 
“I repeat — we welco me co -o p­ 
eratio n but we stand upo n o ur basic 
principles -even if we stand alo ne. 
The time fo r actio n is here,” 
Baruch said these three elements 
were inherent in any treaty that 
is to be written:

'Pro Public' Policy to Break Monopolies 
Of Labor Leaders Demanded by NAM 
By GEORGE TUCKER 
NEW YORK, Dec. S (^) — In­ 
du strialists attending the annu al 
congress of the National Associa­ 
tion of Manu factu rers today charg­ 
ed Congress with the responsibility 
of framing a “pro pu blic” labor 
policy that wou ld breal. the "mo­ 
nopolistic powers” of some labor 
leaders and at the same time gu ar­ 
antee essential freedom to man­ 
agement and labor alike. 
In tones that by contrast appear­ 
ed moderate to yesterday’s angry 
ou tpou rings against John L. Lewis 
a*d President Tru man’s Adminis­ 
tration, leaders al^o asked a greater 
voice in national affairs for women, 
particu larly in matters that dealt 
with labor. 
They orgred also acceptance 
of a stabilization plan 
that 
wou ld gu arantee workers, not an 
annu al fixed wage, bu t the se­ 
cu rity of knowing that as many 
working days per year a« pos­ 
sible were open to him if he 
cared to take them. 
Simu ltaneou sly NAM’s board of 
directors annou nced approval of an 
indtistrial relations i rogram call­ 
ing for high wages based on high 
produ ctivity, 
working 
conditions 
that safegu ard the health, dignity 
and self-respect of individu al em­ 
ployes, and a stabilized form of 
emplojmient. 
The program provided that the 
right of employes to join or not 
to Join a u nion shou ld be pro­ 
tected by law. 
It also stipu lated 
that u nions as well as employers
